Method of and means> for making Marquetry Pietor^ or 

Patterns 
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We, John Quarmby & Son Limited, of 
Britannia Road, Milnsbrklge, Huddersfidd, in 
the Coimty of York, a Briursh Oompany, djo 
hereby declare thje invention, for whici we 
pray that a patenit may be granted to us, and 
the meidhod hy which it is to ibfe ptrSotmsd, 
TO be paTticukrly d^escri'bed in cmd by the 
followmg statement: — 

In the craft oif ii ^qifetTv, iinn sheets of 
wood veneer are cut to form individual parts 
of a piotune or pattem, ^aiid ithese mdividuai 
parts are glued on to a base member, e.g. 
a sheet of plywood, the picture or pattern 
being built up in this way by using dSfeient 
kinds of wood of different colours and/or grain 
for the different p^ls of the picture or pattern. 
A considerable degree of skill is required when 
cutting out the varioiK parts of a pictme or 
pattem so that wdien assembled diey will fit 
closely against one another. Apaatt from die 
skill Tcqakcdy there is always a considierable 
wastage of the raw material, and ftmlhermore 
the process of gluemg the vaxious pares on 
to the ibaseboaid is lime cxmsum^g. Qmse- 
quetrdy marquetry is viery largdy tegaaded as 
a spane time ocaipaiion or pastime. 

The presenit invention is designed to provide 
a method and means whereby die above disad- 
vantage can be eliminated or substantially re- 
duced so liiax marquetry cm be caixfed out 
on a commevdol basis. 

According to the invention there is provided 
a method of making marquetry pictures or 
patterns, the method including the ^eps of 
securing to a plurality of thin sheets erf wood 
veneer (said sheets of wood veneer beuig 
different one ifrom another in colour and/or 
grain) respective ibaddng sheets of paper or 
synthetic plastics film each of which has an 
adhesive coating on both surfaces (one of the 
coated surfaces having a ^ppable protective 
layer of material), cuirtiing Mentioal pictures 
or patterns from each of said thin sheets of 
wood veneer and their backing sheets by a 



mechanical .pressing process, and subsequendy 
stripping johe protective layers of maicerial from 
the individuaSi parts of said pictures and secur- 
ing said parts itjo a plurality of baseboards 
equal in number uo the number of sheets of 
wood veneer, <iiffemit parts bemg taken from 
each of the plurality of sheefts of wood veneer 
to form each complete picture or pattern. 
^ According to a furdier aspect of the inven- 
tion, there is provided a pluraiky of thin sheers 
of wood veneer, said sheets bemg different 
one from airoither in colour and/or grain, pro- 
vided with respective backing ^hem of paper 
or synthetic plastics film ^ch of which has 
an adhesive coating on both sm*faces, one of 
the coated surfaces having a strippabk protec- 
tive layer of maitierial, eaki sheets of wood 
veneer having been cut along lines defimng 
identical pictures or pattjcems whereby the indi- 
vidual paiJts thus produced can siibsequently 
be stripped of their protective layers >df mat- 
eria and secured ito a plurajMty of baseboards 
equal in number to -die number of sheets of 
wood veneer, differenit parts being taloai from 
eadi of the plurality of sheets of wood veneer 
to form a plurality of pictures or patterns. 
Hie adhesive coated backing sheet serves two 
purposes. Firstiy, it serves as a support or 
remforcement for tlhe sheet of wood veneer 
duriiig the cutting operation, thus minimising 
the risk of splitting the wood. 

Secondly, wh'en the individual parts are 
separated from the sheet afiter cutting, the pro- 
tective layer of each part can be istripped off 
so that the permanently tacky adhesive coating 
will serve for mounting the part on the base- 
board. 

The press tool for cutting the sheets of wood 
veneer may be of a known kind faavuig sharp 
cutting edges such ^as ds used for culliting sheets 
of cardboard for boxes and -display material 
and jig-saw puzzles. Oomsequently the shlup 
cutting edges of the press tool will cut the 
individual parts cleaidy wLiiiout lemovn^ any 
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material, so tbat parts ait from one sheet of 
veneer will readily fit in a picture or patitiera 
m± parts cut from odier sheets of v^er 
produced by the same uool. Furthermore, ^en 

5 starting wkh sheete of veneer of the ^me 
saze as the finisbed pictiHe or pattern, there 
will be no wastage of die matcriid. 

A method of producing four marquetry pic- 
tures in accordance widi the invention ^ 

10 now be described by way of exampte only, 
wfth reference to tdie accompanying drawmgs, 



Figure* 1 is a perspective view of a sheet 
of wood veneer, indicatii^ the lines along 

15 which it wall be cuit, . . ^ 

Figure 2 is a perspective view of the sheet 
shown in Figure 1 after cutting and the remov- 
al of three pieces, 
Figmes 3, 4, 5 and 6 illustrate four pictoires 
20 whidh are biiik up from four sheets such as 
that ^own in Figures 1 and 2. 

For the purpose of this illustrated example 
a very snnple picture has been chosen consist- 
ing of a yacht on a sea with a sky badcground. 
25 It is intended that (the finished marquetry pic- 
tures shall have one colour for the sea, another 
colour for the huU of the yadt^ anocher colour 
for the sails and another colour for the slcy. 
Also in 'this particuilar esoampde, the sheets are 
30 not painted, but aie simply polished to bring 
out the natural colour and grain of the wood, 
and thfin varnished. 

FSgurc 1 J^ows a thin rectangular sheet of 
wood veneer 10 ^Mch is of the same dimen- 
35 sions as the finished pictiEre. A sheet 11 of 
paper or syntl^tic plastics film coated on both 



sides witii pennaneridy ta<*y adhesive b stuck 
on the underside of tbe shEOt 10, and oom- 
plerely covers die undemeatii faoe of the sheet. 
The underside of the mky sheet is protjeoted 
with a sheet of paper. 

The sheet 10 is placed on a press tool 
equipped with knives to cut out the pattern 
ideated by the dotted Imes 12, and. this ma- 
chine is operated in the ordinary ^7- Suice 
the farives are very tiim and shaip there is 
no actual removal of material, but the cut 
is made xigbt ithrougji the shedt 10, mky shsg 
11 and protective paper. lit is then possible 
to remove parts of tht ^eet ^ has been done 
in Figure 2. 

Four shudi sheets are cut by the same Cool 
to produce die required pieces. One is made 
of ebony to give a blac* appearance and the 
ebony parts are dndicated by horizontal simde 
Imes in Fafemes 3^. A second sheet vs made 
of rosewood to give a red appearance and 
die-ied-parts-are mdicated by vertical ^lade 
lines m Figures 3—6. The third sheet is made 
of oak (ydtow) ind-icatfid by the diagonal ^ad- 
ing, ai^ tiiObmdi sheet is . made of roi^ 
(white) unshaded in Ffeures 3--6. ~ 

Four rectangular baseboards whka may tie 
made of plywood are cut to die same size 
as the finished picture and then the individaal 
pieces cut by tiie press tool are fittJed on to 
these boanls. As each piece is fiutsed, its prcrtec- 
ttive paper is removed so idiat it can be eeaired 
by its tacky underside. The pieces can be ar- 
ranged TO .produce Ae four piiJtures iUustcated 
as follows

2. A plurality of ±in sheets of wood veneer, 
sa'M sheefts being differenit onfc from another 
in colour and/or gram, provided wich ocespec- 25 
tive backiag sheets of paper or syiMhetk plas- 
tics film €Jadi of which has an adheaivie coaling 
on both surfiacfes, one of the coaited surfiaces 
haying a strippable prooeotivte ilayer of mait- 
erial, said sheets of wood veneer having been 30 
cut along limes defining ddentical pictuies or 
patterns whereby the inSvidual parte thus pro- 
duced can subsequently be stripped of their 
protective layers of maxedd and secured to 
a plurality of balsdbosuds equal m number to 35 
the number of shrns of wood veneer, difBeient 
parts being taken Inom each of 1^ plurailicy 
of sheets of wood veneer to fom a pbsss&y 
of pictures or patfiems.
